PARIS, March 4.—Will General- 


issimo Francisco Franco capitulate 
to demands for a democratic form 
of government In Spain or will It 
take another terrible civil war to 
settle the Issue? 


When I made a survey of the sit- 


uation in Mndrid a month ago It 
seemed clear that Franco recog- 
nized his dictatorship was doomed 
by' allied opposition and that he 
was maneuvering for a graceful, 
face-aaving exit from the rank of 
chief of state. 
I believe that he 


had hopes for retaining command 
of the SpanlHh army under A res- 
toration of the monarchy, although 
this obviously would lay him open 
to a charge of trying to control 
the new government through his 
military strength. 


The signs are that the general- 


laslmo still Is maneuvering for a 
compromise. It wouldn't take much 
to net the civil conflict of 1036-30 
in motion again.

State Health Officer 


Speaking 
recently of children 


and their susceptibility to tuber- 
culosis, Dr. George W. Cox, ctate 
lealth officer, with haadquart^rs 
'n Austin said, "Few1 people real- 
ze that babies and young chlld- 
•en are very likely to catch tuber- 
culosis If they are kept In rooms 
with persons who have the dis- 
>ase In an Infectious stage, or use 
he same dishes, sleep In the same 
>eds or are handled and kissed 
by people who have tuberculosis. 


"Babies and young children pick 


up the germs of tuberculosis juat 
as readily as they pick up the 
germs of 
measles, 
whooping 


cough or any 
of the 
so-called 
children's diseases. 
But tubercu- 


losis Is different In certain par- 
ticulars. 
Unlike most diseases, It 
has more than one form. Babies 
who get tuberculosis may 
not 
show the symptoms we associate 
with the disease of older people. 
But the disease In most cases de- 
velops rapidly and Is likely to end 
fatally. 


"Tuberculosis 
In babies 
and 
young children Is a very serious 
matter, but recent studies have 
shown that If young children are 
removed 
promptly from 
contact 


with the disease 'and given the 
necessary care, many lives can be 
saved. 
"A great deal can be accompHh- 


ed whenever tuberculosis develips, 
whether yjung or old, if the pres- 
ence of the disease Is recognized 


when It Is in Its early stages and 
if medical attention 
Is secured 
promptly. 


''Tuberculosis docs not just °,lm- 
ply happen.

the disease.
